All credit to the state of New York 
| for bringing the proposal to a practi- 
}cal issue! The first step provides a 
mental section in the educational de- 
partinent of the state; other provisions 
will follow as the movement spreads 

Surely if informing children’s minds 
and fitting them for an intelligent 
part in the work of the world is worth 
years of schooling, it is even more 
| worthwhile to supply so far as we 
know how the proper training in right 
feelings, so as to put all that education 
to good use. The reason why the pro- 
ject starts with the mind doctors i: 
because they realize more fully htan 
the rest of us how much of human 
misery and faijure, how much of quar- 
relling and bad feeling, how much of 
prejudice and crime, how much of 
nervous breakdown and loss of capac- 
ity, is due to letting bad tendencies 
grow to worse ones. 

All of our hospitals for mental dis- 
eases are overcrowded, and there are 
more people suffering with mild forms 
of the same disorders outside than in- 
side them. Now, this doesn’t mean 
that insanity is on the increase so 
much as it means that we are alert to 
the beginnings of these disorders and 
| nowadays give them earlier and wiser 
attention. 

Eventually the bill for this depart- 
|ment of emotional guidance will be 
}more than met by the reduction in 
crime and in the care of the mental- 
ly unfit. It will be a saving not only 
in money, but in what is far more

This 1s 
a great movement of prevention to re- 
place the enormous bills which sortety 
has to pay for treatment and care 
More than that, it is going to add to 
the working strength of the state by 
keeping mentally fit a very consider- 
able number who without such help 
would probably, when trouble comes, 
join the vast army of the mentally 
unfit 

Now the clue to all this is child- 
hood. Childhood is for many a nerv- 
ous age. Children are then subject to 
viqjent emotions which they outgrow 
under favorable conditions as they 
get stronger in control There are 
more puzzles of emotional control 
among children than there are prob- 
lems in training their minds to do a 
good job. Whatever we do we have to 
be normal, safe and sane responsible 
being, capable of getting along with 
our fellows, responsive to kind feelings 
and fine impulses, with strength to 
hold back mean actions and selfish 
ends. That's the big job of life and 
it is amazing that we haven't made 
the provisions for it that our present 
knowledge of human behavior makes 
possible 

Not that we have overlooked the 
job; by no means The church has 


| been at it, the home has been at it; 


ali sorts of institutions have taken a 
hand in it, and yet we havn't taken 
the definite step which inspires this 
movement and gives it a habitation 
and a name—emotional guidance— 
the next big step in keeping mentally 
fit 

Teachers of the young should be in- 
formed concerning the signs of men- 
tal peculiarities and the dangers to 
which Young people are subject. Every 
teacher has a share in emotional 
guidances. It doesn't matter whether 
he or she teaches history or arithmetic 
or gymnastics or shop work; he is 
handling young boys and girls who are 


going through emotional experiences 


and must be guided right while they 
are growing up Teachers themselves 
must be examples of good emotional 
poise and not lose their heads or their 
tempers when trouble breaks out. 

The new movement requires a group 
of specialists, men and women trained 
in the study of mental difficulties and 
the methods of their treatment. Life 
is getting more complicated every 
year, especially in large cities. Pre- 
paredness is the only wise policy. Emo-

water to dissolve the sticky soap curd

| frest ing mouth wash and gargle to 
use on arising in the morning A 
glassful of unsweetened lemonade a 
half hour before breakfast has a bene- 
ficial effect upon the stomach and 
often helps cure mild cases of con- 
stipation 

Lemon creams are sold in the shops 
as freckle remedies. You may make 
your own lemon bleaching cream at 
home, however, with little 
Melt three ounces of cocoa butter in 
a double boiler together with two 
ounces of spermaceti and one ounce

Olive oll, Mix well and remove from 
the fire. Now beat in one ounce 
glycerine, one ounce rosewater and 


two ounces strained lemon juice. Beat 


the mixture thoroughly and pour it 
into jars to cool. This cream may be 
used on the face, neck, hands or arms, 


wherever there are freckles 

| If your skin is tanned, freckled or 
just sallow it will be improved by 
massage with a lemon lotion.
